EXTRACURRICULAR 

We are becoming tired of the so-called “patriotic” 
attempts of many of the lesser-known American song 
writers to ram war tunes down the public throat, and as 
a result create a little cash for themselves. We respect 
the opinion that in many cases the motive may be sin- 
cere, but some of the mediocrities which have been pre- 
vailing over radios since the United States entered the 
conflict cause us to wonder. 

Music is, for most of us, a form of passive recrea- 
tion. Why must we then be continually reminded in 
song of things which are unpleasant even to think 
about? Nor is this any showing of faulty patriotism; 
if devotion to country does not go deeper than a few bars 
of non-hummable melody and corny lyric, then certainly 
something is radically wrong. 

Moreover, these tunes are not especially popular. 
The most-played popular songs in America today have 
very little connection with the war. ‘White Cliffs of 
, Dover,” almost certain to be brought up as an exception 
in the argument, is not ‘really any such thing, for 
remember that it emphasizes bluebirds, and not Nazi 
bombers. 

We hope that during the course of the war a song 
will be written that has as ttue a claim to popularity as 
is still enjoyed by one or two of the tunes of World War 
I. (“Over There,” “Pack Up Your Troubles,”). But 
so far it hasn’t been done. :
